Claims 



1 . (Currently Amended) A method comprising: 
reg i stering a usor with a first wob s i to; 

a billing service providing a first billing data for uso to reg i ster tho usor with 
said f i rst w e b s i t e , and fo r exclusive use by atbe user to conduct subs e qu e nt 
transactions with-sate ajlrst web site; and 

r e gist e r i ng th e user w i th a s e cond w e b site; and 

the billing service providing a second billing data, separate and distinct from 
the first billing data, for exclusive use to rogistor by said user with sa i d sooond wob 
s i te, and for uso to conduct subsequent t ransactions with said second web site. 

2. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 1 , wherein the billing 
service providing -the first billing data i s prov i d e d to the user in advance of said-the 
user registering with said first web site. 

3. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 1 , wherein the billing 
service providing -the first billing data i s prov i d e d to the user in real time during sa i d 
while the user registering with th e corr e spond i ng said first web site. 

4. (Original) The method of claim 1 , wherein the first billing data 
comprises a first credit card identifier, and the second billing data comprises a 
second credit card identifier, separate and distinct from said first credit card 
identifier.

6. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 1 , wherein 

wheroin the first billing data corresponds to a selected one of an advance 
debit charge, a real-time credit charge, or a post-transaction invoicing arrangement, 
and 

the second billing data corresponds to a selected one of an advance debit 
charge, a real-time credit charge, or a post-transaction invoicing arrangement, said 
second billing data separate and distinct from said first billing data. 

7. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 1 , wherein farther 
compr i sing: 

said first web site requiring a first payment format; 

the user paving for a transaction with said first web site according to said first 
payment format; and 

the method further comprises the billing service billing the user according to a 
private billing data different from said first billing data. 

8. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 1 , wherein fa rther 
compr i s i ng: 

said first web site requiring a first payment format: and 
the method further comprises the billing service determining at least one user 
billing format for the user^i and 

tho bil l ing sorv i co converting, on behalf of the user, between said first 

payment format said at least one user billing format. 



9. (Currently Amended) The method of claim IS, furth e r 
oompris i ng: wherein 

oubm i tting ca i d f i rst b il ling data to said firct w o b sito; 

the user conducting transactions with the first web site comprises the user 
selecting purchas i ng a product to purchase from the first web site , and a computing 
device submitting said first billing data to said first web site to complete said 
purchase ; and 

the method further comprises the billing service receiving a charge against 
said firsts billing data x j and 

billing the use r accord i ng to s aid s e l e ct e d bill i ng format . 

10. (Previously Amended) The method of claim 1 , further comprising: 
the billing service obtaining said first billing data from a financial institution. 

1 1 . (Currently Amended) The method of claim 1 , wherein the billing 
service providing said first and second billing data comprises: 

the billing service selecting said first and second billing data from a plurality of 
distinct billing data provided to said comput i ng dovice billing service . 

12. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 1 1 , the method further 
comprising: 

the billing service contacting a financial institution to obtain the plurality of 
distinct billing data from the financial institution; and 

the billing service receiving the plurality of distinct billing data from the 
financial institution. 



1 3. (Previously Amended) The method of claim 1 , further comprising: 
the billing service obtaining in real time at least one of said first and second 

billing data from a bank. 

14. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 1 , further comprising: 
the billing service pre- obtaining said first billing data from a bank; and 
during a first transaction with said first web site, the comput i ng dovico billing 

service providing obtaining said first billing data in real time from the billing service. 

15. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 14, further comprising: 
the billing service receiving a plurality of billing data from the bank; and 
the billing service selecting said first billing data from said plurality of billing 

data. 

16. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 14, wherein said obtaining 
by the billing service of said first billing data is performed by the billing service during 
the transaction with said first web site. 

1 7. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 1 , further comprising: 
not i fy i ng t he billing service receiving a notification of usage of said first billing 

data with said first web site A i 

wherein said notifying allows the billing service to confirm charges to said first 
billing data orig i nat e from by said first web site. 



1 8. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 1 7, further compr i s i ng: 



wherein said notifying_of the billing service occurs substantially w ith providing 

ofsaid first billing data to said first web site. 

1 9. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 1 7, further comprising: 

wherein said notifying of the billing service occurs after providingjof said first 

billing data to said first web site. 

20. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 1 , further comprising: 

the billing service receiving charges to said first and second billing data; and 
the billing service organizing said received charges based at least in part on 
whether the charges are applied to the first or the second billing data. 

21 . (Currently Amended) The method of claim 20, wherein said organizing 
is based on whether a charge to first billing data is received from the first web site4e 
wh i ch said first b ill ing data was provid e d . 

22. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 21 , further comprising: 
the billing service disputing all charges to said first billing data not received 

from the first web site to wh i ch said f i rst bil li ng data was provid e d . 

23. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 22, further compris i ng: 

wherein the billing service performing said disputing is performed in response 

to an instruction of the user. 



24. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 23, further comprising: 



for disputable charges, the billing service providing a user interface having a 
control for each of said disputable charges; and 

wh e re i n the billing service issuing said instructions of the user responsive to a 
single press of the control issues said i nstruction of tho usor . 

25. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 1 , wherein the first web site 
is a selected one of a content provider, a service provider and an access provider. 

26. (Currently Amended) A method compr i s i ng for a user to provide 
substitute billing data in lieu of personal billing data for th e us e r , comprising: 

an electronic device obtaining distinct credit card numbers from a billing 
service for use by the user as a substitute for said personal billing data; 

the electronic device selecting a first of said credit card numbers to facilitate 
conduct of multiple purchasing transactions with a first business; and 

the electronic device selecting a second of said credit card numbers to 
facilitate conduct of multiple purchasing transactions with a second business. 

27. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 26, wherein the electronic 
device is a portable digital assistant, said method further comprising: 

the electronic device disposing said distinct credit card numbers in a memory 
within the electronic device; 

the electronic device identifying a connection attempt to a particular business; 

the electronic device looking for a selected credit card number for the 
particular business; and 

if found, the electronic device displaying the selected credit card number for 
the particular business. 



28. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 27, where further 
comprising: 

if no selected credit card number for the particular business is not found, the 
electronic device then selecting a third credit card number from said distinct credit 
card numbers to facilitate conduct of purchasing transactions with the particular 
business; and 

the electronic device automatically convevfteeting to the billing service of said 
selection of said third s ele ct e d credit card number to conduct purchase transactions 
with the particular business. 

29. (Previously Amended) The method of claim 26, wherein the method 
further comprises: 

the electronic device notifying the billing service of said selection of said first 
and second distinct credit card numbers to facilitate multiple purchasing transactions 
with said first and second businesses respectively. 

30. (Previously Amended) A method comprising: 
a billing service registering a user; and 

the billing service providing at least a first and a second billing data, that are 
separate and distinct, for use by the user as substitutes for personal billing data for 
subsequent purchasing transactions with a first and a second business respectively. 

31 . (Currently Amended) The method of claim 30, wherein said first billing 
data comprises: 
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a third billing data for use by said first business for charging the billing service 
for goods purchased by said user; and 

a fourth billing data for use by the billing service for billing the user for 
charges received from said first business. 

32. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 30, further comprising: 
the billing service providing a plurality of distinct billing data to an electronic 

device, isuch that 

the user can selecting said first and second separate and distinct billing data 
from said plurality of billing data^j and 

associatem§ said first and second separate and distinct billing data with said 

first and second business es respectively . 

33. (Cancelled) Th e m e thod of c l aim 32, wh e r ei n th e e l e ctronic d e vic e i s a 
p e rsonal digita l assistant (PDA), sa i d m e thod furth e r comprising: 

d i spos i ng sa i d d i stinct b i l li ng data i n a m e mory with i n th e e l e ctron i c d e v i c e ; 

id e nt i fy i ng a conn e ction att e mpt to a particu l ar bus i n e ss; 

l ooking for solootod b i ll i ng data for th e particular busin e ss; and 

if found, d i sp l aying th e s ele ct e d b illi ng data. 

34. (Cancelled) The m e thod of cla i m 33, wh e r e in th e method furth e r 
compris e s: 

th e PDA automatica l ly conn e ct i ng to th e bi l l i ng s e rvic e and i nforming i t of said 

s ele ction of sa i d f i rst and s e cond d i stinct b i l li ng data. 



35. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 30, further comprising: 



the billing service providing in real time said first and second billing data to an 
electronic device used by the userj- 

wherein the electronic device is operable to purchase goods from said first 
and second businesses. 

36. (Previously Amended) The method of claim 30, further comprising: 
the billing service receiving notification of usage of said first and second 

billing data with said first and second businesses from an electronic device used by 
the user. 

37. (Previously Amended) The method of claim 36, wherein said receiving 
notification comprises receiving a charge against one of said first and second billing 
data by a corresponding one of said first and second businesses. 

38. (Currently Amended) A method comprising: 

a billing service receiving purchase charges against substitute billing data 
associated with a user, said substitute billing data substituting for personal billing 
data of the user; and 

the billing service grouping said received charges according each business 
submitting said charges; 

wherein for purchases with said each business by the user said each 
business is uniquely associated with_a different substitute billing data of the user . 

39. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 38, further comprising: 
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the billing service disputing on behalf of the user, charges against said 
substitute billing data if said received charges are not received from the business 
uniquely associated with said substitute billing data. 

40. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 38, further comprising: 
the billing service highlighting for the user charges against said substitute 

billing data if said received charges are not received from the business uniquely 
associated with said substitute billing data. 

41 . (Currently Amended) The method of claim 40, further comprising: 
the billing service asking the user whether to dispute a highlighted charge; 

and 

the billing service disputing the highlighted charge in accordance with an 
answer to said asking. 

42. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 41 , further comprising: 
the billing service providing the user with an end user interface feature to 

provide said answer with a single press of a control button. 

43. (Currently.Amended) An apparatus comprising: 

a storage medium having stored therein a plurality of programming 
instructions designed to enable the apparatus, when the programming instructions 
are executed on b e ha l f of a us e r , to 

r e g i st e r th e user w i th a first wob sito and provide a first billing data as 
substitute for personal billing data of the user, for said r e g i st e r i ng and subs e qu e nt 
transactions with said first web site, and 



reg i st e r the user with a s e cond w e b site and provide a second billing 
data as substitute for personal billing data of the user, for said regist e r i ng and 
subs e qu e nt transactions with said second web site, said second billing data 
separate and distinct from the first billing data; and 

a processor coupled to the storage medium to execute the plurality of 
programming instructions. 

44. (Currently Amended) The apparatus of claim 43, wherein the 
programming instructions, when executed by said processor, includ e further 
instruct i ons to enable the apparatus to: 

provide the first billing data to the user for registering with said first web site. 

45. (Currently Amended) The apparatus of claim 43, wherein the 
programming instructions, when executed by said processor, i nc l ud e furth e r 
i nstruct i ons to enable the apparatus to: 

provide the first billing data to said first web site during registration therewith. 

46. (Previously Amended) The apparatus of claim 43, wherein use of said 
first billing data is restricted to transactions between the user and said first web site. 

47. 47-. (Currently Amended) The apparatus of claim 43, wherein 

the first billing data corresponds to a selected one of an advance debit 

charge, a real-time credit charge, and er a post-transaction invoicing arrangement, 
and 
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the second billing data corresponds to a selected one of an advance debit 
charge, a real-time credit charge, andor a post-transaction invoicing arrangement, 
said second billing data separate and distinct from said first billing data. 

48. (Currently Amended) The apparatus of claim 43, wherein the 
programming instructions i nc l ud e furth e r programm i ng i nstructions , when executed 
by said processor,4e enable the apparatus to: 

determine at least one user billing format for the user; and 

register the user with a billing service, said billing service configured to 

convert, on behalf of the user, between said first billing data and the user billing 

format. 

49. (Original) The apparatus of claim 43, wherein the apparatus is 
embedded within a host selected from a set of hosts consisting of: a computing 
device, an electronic card, a telephone, a personal digital assistant (PDA), a 
portable audio device, a portable audiovisual device, a cellular telephone, a key- 
chain dongle, and a transportation device. 

50. (Currently Amended) The apparatus of claim 43, further comprising a 
user interface, wherein the programming instructions includ e further programm i ng 
instruct i ons , wh i ch when executed by the processor, enable the apparatus to: 

receive a plurality of billing data from a billing service; 
provide the plurality of billing data to the user interface; 
request the user to select said first billing data from said plurality of billing 
data for association with said first web site; and 
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request the user to select said second billing data from said plurality of billing 
data for association with said second web site. 

51 . (Currently Amended) The apparatus of claim 43, further comprising: 
a network interface; 

wherein the programming instructions i nc l ude further i nstruct i ono , which when 
executed by the processor, configure the network interface to connect to a billing 
service. 

52. (Previously Amended) The apparatus of claim 43, wherein the 
programming instructions, when executed by the processor, enable the apparatus to 
provide in real time said first billing data to an electronic device used by the user. 

53. (Previously Amended) An apparatus comprising: 

a storage medium having stored therein a plurality of programming 
instructions designed to enable the apparatus, when the programming instructions 
are executed, to provide at least a first and a second billing data, that are separate 
and distinct, for use by a user as substitutes for personal billing data when 
conducting purchasing transactions with a first and a second business respectively; 
and 

a processor coupled to the storage medium to execute the plurality of 
programming instructions. 

54. (Currently Amended) The apparatus of claim 53, wherein said first 
billing data comprises: 
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a third billing data used by said first business for charging the billing service 
for goods purchased by said user; and 

a fourth billing data for use by the billing service for billing the user for 
charges received from said firs t and /second businesses. 

55. (Currently Amended) The apparatus of claim 53, wherein the 
programming instructions, when executed by said processor, ino l udo further 
instructions to enable the apparatus to: 

provide a plurality of distinct billing data to an electronic device; 
receive a user selection of said first billing data from said plurality of billing 
data; and 

associate said first separate and distinct billing data with said first business. 

56. (Cancelled) Tho apparatus of cla i m 54, whoro i n tho o l ectron i c dovico 
i nclud e s a s e cond proc e ssor for e x e cut i ng s e cond programm i ng i nstructions, which 
wh e n e x e cut e d by said s e cond proc e ssor, dir e ct th e ele ctron i c d e vic e to: 

dispose said d i st i nct bi l ling data in a memory within tho o l octron i c devico; 

id e nt i fy a conn e ct i on att e mpt to a part i cu l ar busin e ss; 

l ook for assoc i at e d b i l li ng data for th e particular bus i n e ss; and 

display th e associat e d bi ll ing data i f found. 

57. (Cancelled) Th e apparatus of claim 56, wh e rein said second 
programm i ng instruct i ons, wh e n e x e cut e d by sa i d s e cond proc e ssor, i nclud e furth e r 
i nstruct i ons to e nab le th e ele ctron i c d e vic e to: 

automat i ca l ly connoct to th e apparatus and inform i t of said se l ection of sa i d 

f i rst bill i ng data. 
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58. (Currently Amended) The apparatus of claim 53, wherein the 
programming instructions, when executed by said processor, i nclud e further 
i nstructions to enable the apparatus to: 

provide in real time said first billing data to an electronic device operable to 
purchase goods from said first business. 

59. (Currently Amended) The apparatus of claim 53, wherein the 
programming instructions, when executed by said processor, i nclud e furth e r 
instructions to enable the apparatus to: 

receive notification of usage of said first billing data with said first business 
from an electronic device used by a purchaser. 

60. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 59, wherein said receiving 
notification comprises receiving a charge against said first billing data , the charge 
being made by said first business. 
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
